although he and his parents 
live in a hom e which they 
ow n.

level. In addition to Carlos 
there are two other sons and 
one sister. 
The young Brazilian w ill

have been very high. 
“ Even though we produce

that sugar cost has not been 
such a problem as the South 
A m e r i c a n 
cont i ne nt 
produces large amounts of 
sugar. 
His fam ily is rather for­ 
tunate in the use of gasoline 
as Carlos and his brothers 
ride a city bus two m iles to 
school arid his mother can 
walk to her school only two 
blocks aw ay 
from 
their 
home and it is only his father 
who 
must 
com m ute 
any 
distance. 
In other areas of Brazilian 
economy he explained that 
in Sao Paulo there is a wide 
variety of businesses, fac­ 
tories and suppliers so that 
no one business controls the 
life sty le 
or 
p a y ro lls 
of 
citizens

McCanless said today that 
the IRS can usually get a 
refund off within four to five 
weeks if a taxpayer files a 
correct return by about the 
middle of February. After 
that tim e, he said, the 
waiting period starts getting 
longer, peaking out at IO to 
12 weeks for returns sent to 
the IRS in the closing weeks 
of the filing season.
